CHINESE INDIFFERENCE AND. 
BRITISH ANXIETY. 
(Daily Press, November 10th.) 
Chinese indifference stood out in Hong- 
kong yesterday in strange contrast to British 
anxiety. By instructions received from 
the Secretary of State forthe Colonies all 
the local. celebrations which ‘had been 
arranged in honour of the King’s birthday 
——the public holiday, the parade. and 
review of troops, the official dinner, the big 
Ball at} Government. House and other 
minor celebrations—were all postponed till 
' the 25th inst. because the 9th inst. had been 
chosen for the obsequies of the late Dowager 
Empress of China. Doubtless this signal. 
expression of British friendship and 
sympathy is appreciated by the Chinese 
Government, but. we cannot help contrasting 
this kindly solicitude with the fact that, so 
far as the three hundred and_ fifty thousand 
Chinese who live in Hongkong are concerned, 
there was yesterday no outward and visible 
sign of mourning to be seen anywhere. 
When the late Emperor was buried many 
Chinese: firms as a mark of respect closed 
their shops. Yesterday there was no suspen- 
sion of business by - the Chinese in the 
Colony, not even for a single hour, and the 
theatres and other places of amusement re- 
mained open. Much of this must have been 
true of Canton also, for no announcements 
have been made of any arrangements for ob- 
serving the day at Canton as a time 
of mourning. Some years ago the news- 
papers of Canton werein the habit ofsuspend- 
ing publication on the occasion of the late 
- Empress Dowager’s birthday, as well as on 
the occasion of the birthday of the Emperor, 
but they ceased to pay this tributes to’: the 
Dowager-Empress in her late years. “'The 
same distinction has been made.in regard to 
the funerals of the monarchs. - This proves 
to be incorrect. The newspapers, without 
previous announcement, suspended publica- 
tion and the day was observed by. the 
military and. the students in- government 
schools. ‘There were many signs ‘of 
public mourning in Canton when ,the late 
Emperor was interred, but the newspapers. 
_ of the Southern Capital -have exhibited 
the utmost unconcern with regard to 
the arrangements for the funeral of the 
late Dowager Empress, and-the statement 
_ has been-made‘to us by Chinese who should 
know, that it is extremely doubtful whether 
one Chinese in a hundred in South China, 
. outside the Yamens, knew that -the 
_. great State funeral was ,taking..place at 
' Peking yesterday. All’. this: ddds point to

Whichever it is, we should, if 
adapt our currency to it, and, 
pending the Central Government's eventual 
choice, I donot think it would be wise of us 
to launch out independently... If, however, 
within a reasonable period, it should become 
apparent that, after all, the hope . that 
I have dwelt on-is not to be fulfilled,

If he 
had in his mind that the period should 
be so short a one as. to prevent the influx of 
stocks from Canton, that would involve an act: 
of repudiation so large that I do not think any 

of us could consider it just now. If, on the 
other hand, he’ contemplated a considerable 
period during ‘which, the holders of existing.” 
stocks should be able to redeem the coin they 
ad—say, a period of some six months—the 
liability which this Colony would incur would 
undoubtedly be a very large one and one 
wholly unknown. I concur, too, with what the 
proposer of the resolution said regarding the 
inadvisability of establishing any new form of . 
coinage at the present moment until we know — 
what the coinage of Chin is likely to be. 
Finally, and I think this is the, most important 
point of all, the issue of a new coinage and 
the repudiation of the old would, I fear, 
strike a very serious and grave blow atthe 
financial stability and integrity of this Colony . 
in the eyes of China. (Applause.) .In these 
circumstances I am prepared to give the as- 
surance asked for by the proposer of the resolu- 
tion, to use his own words, “the Government - 
do not intend to deal with this matter of - 
a new coinage except as part of a com- 
prehensive scheme of local currency reform,” ~ 
and, I.may-add, of systematic redemption. . 
The hon, Mr: Osborne proposed a scheme which 
differs very considerably from his original one, 
by which I understand that he meant that there 
should be two parallel forms of legal tender of © 
coinage in this-Colony so far as the Government 

of the Colony is concerned. | That is to say, 
in other words,.that the whole mercantile 
community of this Colony, the whole of those . 
carrying on the trade of this Colony with China, 
should. repudiate, but the Government should . 
not. The Government should continue to 
receive as legal tender the coins it had issued, but 
that the community should not, Iam unable to 
see how the Government of the Colony can dis- 
sociate itself from the community of the Colony, 
how ‘the Government can adopt one form of 
legal tender when the Colony which it repre- 
sents disclaims and. repudiates that form of 
legal tender. To my mind the one is as mucha 
scheme of repudiation as the other. The 
Government of the Colony was referred.to by 
the hon. member in his speech as if it were some 
outside committee existing for its own purposes —. 
in this Colony. It had gorged itself with - 
profits and it wasto disgorge those profits. I 
can only say that the Government of this 
Colony represents the taxpayers. The taxpayer 
of this Colony, in other words, the mercantile 
community, receives the benefit of the coins put 
in circulation. If the Government disgorges, 
the taxpayer ' disgorges. | There is no 
separation. between the Government of this 
Colony and the mercantile and trading interests. 
One minor point before I sit down. I would 
correct the hon. member for |the Chamber of 
Commerce, who told us that my predecessor — 
instituted the scheme of withdrawal-of certain 
-quantities of subsidiary coindge tendered in 
payment of taxes, and so forth. That is: 
not strictly accurate. My predecessor did 
not institute that scheme further than 
to‘ send Home large quantities of unissued 


checked, they will remove their business to t 
treaty ports. The trade will continue, but 
interests of Hongkong will suffer. It appears 
to me that the only thing to do now is for the 
Government to continue the policy, which| I 
understand it has followed for some time, of 
endeavouring in avery possible way | to 
encourage currency reform. in China, 
which, I. think, is. within . measurable 
distance. I may be .wrong there. If I am, 
then, it will be open for the Government. of this 
Colony to reconsider the circumstances. ah a 
matter of fact, I think that it would in the 
circumstances be an enormous mistake and deal 
a serious blow at the material prosperity of the 
Colony were the Government to attempt this 
action. I will not take up the time of the 
Council further. As I said, I have only jnst 
heard the remarks ‘made by the mover of the 
resolution,. It is impossible for me—and .I | do 
not think it is at all necessary—to enlarge |on 
anything he has said. I merely wish to sup- 
port him in the main principles of his resqlu- 
tion. 


Hon. Mr. Osponne—I thought, sir, that 
we were here to discuss questions concern- 
ing Hongkong. but we seem to be wandering 
away into Chinese currency affairs. {hat 
have uo bearing upon the  point’| at 
issue; so I will -endeavour to focus 
the debate “back +t3° .the Colony’s - neods. 
The honourable. member who has moved this 
resolution declares that repudiation of British 
coins is indefensible, and nv doubt’ there jare 
many who will be inclined to agree with him; 
indeed, it was only in regard to this aspect 
of .the question, as I stated a fortnifht 
ago, that I anticipated any exception being 
taken to my proposals. I will not. argue 
the point; to do so would be of little 
advantage, because it is unlikely that unan- 
imity would ever. be reached. But I will 
meet his objection with a development of |the 
original scheme, by which repudiation can be 
avoided and by which redemption can be effected 
without additional loss to the Treasury. I would 
suggest that the old coins be demonetised only 
so far as the public are concerned ; that is to say, 
that they continue to be legal tender to Govern- 
ment and cease to be legal tender to others. 
The effect of this would be that a -certain 
quantity would annually return to the Treasury 
and could be melted down and re-cast into 
new coins. Our local exchequer by slow 
degrees gorged itself in the past with unwhole- 
some profits trom subsidiary coinage, an if 
redemption be the only acceptable avenue to- 
reform, then letit in similar manner disgorge 
by slow degrees in the future. -Meanwhile'the 
new coin would circulate at par and be legal 
tender both. to Government and the public. 
The honourable member fears that the Chinese 
will continue to use Chinese coins—that they 
will prefer eleven Chinese 10 cent pieces to ten 
British. 'That may or may hot beso. Again I 
will not argue the point, except to say that if 
the Chinese prefer their own coins,: it will 
be their own affair and does not in the least 
affect the main principle of my scheme, which 
is that a°coin at all times worth its face value 
would be available to those who wish to use it; 
and in further answer to this argument I can 
only repeat what I said before that those who 
continue to accept depreciated coins will have 
no one but themselves to blame for any loss 
they may suffer, 
His .Exce,Lency—Gentlemen,—The hon.

A SUBSTITUTE FOR DROSS OPIUM. 


OPIUM FARMER'S DIFFICULTY, 


‘Research. by a Chinese has resulted in his 
finding a shbstance so nearly resembling opium 
dross as to deceive the Opium Farmer's tester. 
When this native was charged before Mr. J. R. 
Wood at the Magistracy on Tuesday with being 
in possession of a quantity of dross opium, the 
tester declared in the witness-box' that the 
.. exhibits before the Court were what the 
_ charge stated them to be. 
denied this, however,. his: Worship ~ decided 
to remand. the case and submit the dross to the 
Government Analyst for examination. It 
has since transpired that some other com- 
modity has been pounded down, put into a cloth: 
and boilei, and then. put over a pot of boiling 
opium dross. Thas the steam of the genuine 
article passes into the substitute and gives it the 
smell and flavour of the real dross, and, as: has 
. been stated, even deceives the testers in their 
- analytical examination. This substance is sold 
to the dross dealers, who mix it with their 
genuine stock and ‘sell it to the Farm. The 
Farmer is thus placed in a difficulty in connec- 
tion with his dross business, and will probably 
“have to go to the trouble of sifting this class of 
opium. When-.this discovery was made the 
charge against the dotendent was withrawn.

The gaolers of the prison were 
taken to Canton for trial and found guilty of 
gross negligence. They were sentenced to two 
years’ imprisonment and the case was reported 
to the Viceroy. The Viceroy questioned the 
Provincial Judge as ‘to whether he considered 
that there was any other cause for the outbreak 
beyond the carelessness of the warders, byt the 
Judge considered the blame to be due that 
cause only. The offending gaolers have been 
condemned to serve their time in the very 
prison of which they formerly had charge.

Reports from Kwong Sai state that the crop 
of ground nuts isa remarkably good one this 
r, and not for twenty years have such good 
results been obtained. Ground nut oil has been.
